Messrs.  Editors: 

Will  you  please  to  give  the  Ibllowing  letters 
place  in  your  paper  ?  By  so  doing,  you  will  con¬ 
fer  a  favor  on  me,  and  many  others  whose  request 
it  is  10  have  them  published.  It  will  be  seen  by  I 
these  letters,  that  I  was  a  member  of  the  Presby-  j 
terian  church  in  Potsdam,  and  on  examination  of  j 
the  doctrine,  I  found  it  both  unscriptural  and  I 
licentious.  I  then  made  application  to  the  church 
fora  dismission.  1  was  told  by  the  pastor.  Rev. 
Mr.  Hotchkin,  that  there  would  be  no  difficulty 
in  getting  one  ;  but  he  exhorted  me  to  examine 
the  doctrine  of  endless  misery  more  thoroughly. 

I  did,  and  the  more  I  examined  it,  the  more  in¬ 
consistent  it  appeared.  This  was  about  the  first 
of  Septembci  last.  I  heard  no  more  from  them ! 
until  November,  when  I  published  an  article  in 
your  paper,  headed  “  ^ly  Own  Experience.” 
As  soon  as  this  appeared,  a  committee  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  visit  me.  I  stated  to  them  my  views 
and  feelings  in  full  ter.ns.  The  next  I  beard 
from  them,  was  a  letter  citing  me  to  appear  be¬ 
fore  their  grand  tribunal,  to  answer  to  a  charge 
of  heresy.  This  letter,  however,  did  not  reach 
me  until  the  time  had  passed  which  it  stated  for 
the  trial.  But  the  trial  did  not  como  on  that  day, 
oor  did  I  know  any  thing  about  it  until  I  was  cast 
off  as  a  heretic.  Some  time  after  my  excommu¬ 
nication,  I  saw  Br.  Hotchkin,  and  he  stated  that 
he  bad  sent  letters  tome  at  Hopkinton,  at  which 
pl.»«  I  was  then  residing,  giving  a  detail  of  the 
trial  and  excommunication.  I  went  to  the  post- 
office  several  times,  but  found  no  letter.  I  then 
wrote  the  letter  dated  March  29ih.  To  this  I  re- 
oeired  dq  answer.  I  then  wrote  the  one  dated 
April  20th.  The  icquest  to  have  it  read  before 
the  church,  was  not  complied  with,  as  I  have  been 
credibly  informed.  Will  tlic  brethren  in  Pots¬ 
dam,  who  take  the  Magazine,  please  circulate 
this  article  among  the  Presbyterian  church  mem¬ 
bers  in  that  place  1

LETTER  m. 

To  Rev.  B.  B.  Hotchkin,  of  Potsdam. 

Hopkinton,  March  S9th,  1841. 

Reverend  Sir  : 

1  have  been  to  the  postofficc  several  times,  to 
get  a  letter  from  you,  giving  a  statement  of  the 
proceedings  had  by  the  church  with  regard  to  the 
trial  and  excoinmuDication  of  myself  for  heresy, 
which  you  stated  to  me  you  had  directed  to  that  of¬ 
fice.  But  I  have  found  DO  such  statement.  As  1 
feel  somewhat  anxious  to  get  such  a  statement 
in  detail,  I  wish  you  to  send  me  a  copy  as  soon  as 
possible. 

There  has  been  something  connected  with  it, 
from  the  time  I  first  m.ade  my  request  to  you  lo 
withdraw  from  the  church,  com|iletely  veiled  in 
!  mystery.  I  have  not  discovered  that  frank,  open 
spirit  of  Christianity  which  was  inculcated  by 
Him  whose  examples  you  profess  to  follow.  He 
taught,  “  If  thy  brother  olfend,  go  and  admonish 
him.”  But  in  the  first  place,  wherein  have  I 
offended  ?  And  if  I  have  offended,  where  have  I 
been  admonished?  I  have  had  no  admonition — 
nothing  but  a  visit  of  inquiry,  and  that  very  cold 
and  indifferent.  Aud  then  I  am  found  guilty  of 
heresy,  because  I  let  the  world  know  that  I  be¬ 
lieve  the  “  promises”  of  God  will  be  fulfilled  ! 
But  this  is  no  place  for  me  to  write  a  defence.  It 
I  would  be  like  defending  myself  where  judge  and 
'  jury  are  determined  to  have  me  guilty,  and  the 
I  witnesses  all  bribed.  I  ask  a  fair  statement  of 
I  the  proceedings.  They  will  probably  be  pub- 
I  iished  in  some  periodical.

I  Dear  Brethren  and  Sisters — For  I  think 
I  I  can  yet  use  these  terms  although  you  have 
{excluded  me  from  your  fellowship.  The  prophet 
[says,  ‘‘Hath  not  one  God  created  us  ?”  “have 
j  we  not  all  one  Father?”  If  God  is  the  Father 
I  of  all.  then  we  are  all  brethren.  It  is  but  a  short 
I  time  since  I  beard  (hat  you  bad  rejected  me  from 
your  fellowship  as  a  heretic.  It  would  have  been 
I  gratifying  to  my  feelings  to  have  known  the  time, 
that  I  might  have  been  there.  It  might  have 
been  shown,  that  what  you  call  “  heresy,”  is  not 
[heresy;  but  that  “  after  the  manner  which  you 
I  call  heresy,”  so  I  worship  and  so  I  believe.  And 
'  :is  the  privilege  of  being  at  your  meeting  was  de¬ 
nied  me,  I  feel  it  my  boundcii  duty  to  give  you  a 
j  brief  sketch  of  the  ''infamous"  and  "infidel"  doc- 
i  trine  I  believe  and  rejoice  in.

I  I  believe  in  one  God,  who  is  self-existent  and 
I  independent,  and  who  is  the  essence  of  perfec¬ 
tion  ;  who  is  the  Father  of  our  spirits  nod  the 
I  former  of  our  bodies  ;  who  rules  all  things  after 
the  counsel  of  his  own  will ;  whose  name  and  na- 
tore  is  love.  I  believe  that  God  made  man,  and 
'  placed  him  in  the  garden  in  a  state  of  innocence 
{ — that  man  fell  from  that  state  of  primitive  recti¬ 
tude  in  which  his  Creator  had  placed  him  ;  but 
j  although  this  was  the  case,  God  in  that  early  pe- 
I  riod  promised  a  Saviour,  that  should  save  his 
people  from  their  sins.  I  believe  that  ”  as  by 
the  offence  of  one,  judgment  came  upon  all  men 
unto  condemnation  ;  even  so,  by  the  righteous¬ 
ness  of  one,  the  free  gift  came  upon  all  unto  jus¬ 
tification  of  life;”  “that  as  sin  had  reigned  unto 
death,  even  so  might  grace  reign  through  righte¬ 
ousness,  unto  eternal  life,  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord ;”  ”  that  as  by  man  came  death,  by  man 
came  also  the  resurrection  from  the  dead  ;  for  as 
in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  bs 
made  alive.”  The  apostle  says,  (hat  “  Jesus 
was  delivered  for  our  otfences,  and  rose  again  for 
our  justification.”  “For  God  so  loved  the 
world  that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son  to  be  a 
propitiation  for  our  sins,  and  not  for  our  sins  on¬ 
ly,  but  foi  th^sias  ol  the  whole  world  ;”  that  Je¬ 
sus  Christ  ”  tasted  death  for  every  man  ;”  that 
God  is  “  the  Saviour  of  all  men,  especially  of 
those  that  believe.”  I  believe  that  the  Son  of 
God  “  was  made  undei  the  law,  to  redeem  them 
that  are  under  the  law,”  aud  that  he  has  fulfilled 
the  law  and  answeied  its  demands.  I  believe  that 
the  great  Jehovah  has  sworn  by  himself,  that  un¬ 
to  him  every  knee  should  bow  and  every  tongue 
confess,  tliat  in  the  Lord  they  have  righteous¬ 
ness  and  strength.  All  this  1  most  sincerely  be¬ 
lieve  ;  and  1  also  believe  that  the  purposes  of 
God  will  stand,  and  that  he  will  do  all  his  plea¬ 
sure.  And  the  apostle  tells  us,  that  God  has 
purposed  in  himself,  that  “  in  the  dispensation 
of  the  fulness  of  times,  he  might  gather  together 
in  one,  ail  things  in  Christ.”  And  I  believe  bo 
will  do  it ;  “  for  he  is  not  man  that  he  should  lie, 
nor  the  son  of  man  that  he  should  repent.”  He 
j  “  workelh  all  things  after  the  counsel  of  his  own 
I  will,”  and  the  Scriptures  declare  that  it  is  his  will 
that  all  should  be  saved  and  come  to  the  knowledge 
I  of  the  truth.  I  da  not  believe,  any  mure  than 
!  yourselves,  that  man  will  be  saved  in  sin  and  un- 
I  belief.  But  it  is  written,  “  they  shall  all  be  taught 
*of  God,”  consequently  they  will  all  come  to 
Christ.  And  he  assures  us,  that  he  that  cometh 
to  him,  he  will  in  no  wise  cast  out.

DIFFERENCE  OF  RELIGIOUS  OPINION  || 
EXHIBITED.  ji 

Anxiety  to  become  acquainted  with  the  differ-;; 
ent  religious  sentiments  that  prevail  in  the  civil- 
ized  world,  together  with  the  arguments  and  iea-|! 
sons  which  support  those  sentiments,  led  the 
writer  of  this  sketch  to  visit  one  of  those  places 
where  extraordinary  and  protracted  efforts  were'j 
made  fur  the  salvation  of  lost  and  sinful  man. 
The  “  great  work,”  as  the  conductors  termed  it, '' 
was  rapidly  moving  on  when  1  visited  ;  their  , 
anxious  seals  were  continually  crowded  with 
‘‘hopeful  seekers,”  and  every  day  added  scores, 
of  new  converts  to  their  list.  The  first  thing  j. 
which  attracted  my  attention  after  entering  the  j| 
house,  was  the  deep  solemnity  which  appeared  j 
to  be  stamped  upon  nearly  every  countenance  :| 
that  met  thy  view.  Indeed,  the  entire  coitgrega- 
tion  appeared  to  be  but  a  vast  assemblage  of! 
groaning,  sorrow-stricken  mourneis.  Surely,  ij 
thought  I,  this  can  not  bq  the  people  that  are  de-  j; 
scribed  by  the  Prophet,  as  coming  to  Zion  “with 
songs  and  everlasting  joy  upon  their  heads,”  for!' 
“  they  shall  iiblaiii  joy  and  gladness;  and  narrow 
and  sif^hinfi  shall  flee  away.” 

After  the  time  of  singing  and  prayer  had  pass¬ 
ed  by,  Mr.  P.,  one  of  the  favorite  and  foremost 
teachers  who  officiated  in  conducting  the  rneeiing,  jl 
arose  and  in  a  m. inner  seemingly  to  mock  the  scene  j; 
before  him.  read  that  portion  of  Clirist’s  conver- 1, 
sation  to  Nicodemiis,  which  says — “Except  a  ij 
man  he  born  again,  he  can  not  sec  the  kingdom 
of  God.”

of  one  subject.  Mr.  P.  began  his  discourse  by 
telling  his  heaters,  that  the  sentiment  contained 
in  his  text,  was  the  most  important  one  that  could  | 
be  found  in  the  whole  Bible,  on  the  application 
and  im[iruvenieiit  of  which,  depended  their  eter¬ 
nal  destiny,  lie  seTected  it,  he  said,  on  account 
of  this  very  importance.  Knowing,  as  he  did, 
that  his  he  arers  then  occupied  an  important  sta¬ 
tion,  at  a  very  important  time,  he  realized  the 
necessity  of  tieaiing  with  an  important  subject.

carnal  mind  only;  that  in  order  to  become  fii| 
subjects  of  (he  new  births,  we  must  renounce  alL 
the  seemingly  good  things  of  this  world,  and! 
count  them  as  unlawful  and  unclean;  that  the 
regenerate  state  was  mor.ltly  separate  from  the

I  proceed,  therefore,  to  show  you  mine 
opinion,  and  I  hope  you  will  hear  me  patiently. 

The  doctrine  of  original  sin  and  total  depravity, 
is  not  a  modern  invention.  It  had  its  origin  in 
an  early  period  of  the  history  of  the  world.  It 
was  on  account  of  this  error,  that  the  prophet 
Ezekiel  was  commanded  to  proclaim  the  follow- 


thee,  except  a  man  be  born  again,  he  can  not  see 
the  kingdom  of  God.’  But  how  are  we  to  know 
those  who  have  experienced  the  new  birth  ?  The 
same  evangelist  that  recorded  the  above  passage, 
liss  given  us  the  following  rule:  ‘Every  one 
that  loveth,  is  born  of  God  and  kuoweth  God. 
He  that  loveth  not,  knowelh  not  God,  for  God  is 
love.’  We  have  now  only  to  inquire  intotheexteot 
of  this  love,  in  order  to  become  qualified  to  apply 
the  rule.  Christ  says,  ‘  Ye  have  heard  that  it 
hath  bccn-said,  thou  shall  love  thy  neighbor  and 
bate  thine  enemy.  But  I  say  unto  you,  love 
your  enemies,  bless  them  that  curse  you,  and 
pray  for  them  that  despitefully  use  you  and  per¬ 
secute  you,  that  ye  may  be  the  children  of  your 
Father  which  is  in  heaven  ;  for  he  maketh  his 
sun  to  rise  on  the  evil  and  ou  the  good,  and 
sendeth  rain  on  the  just  and  on  the  unjust.’ 

“  From  this  testimony,  then,  we  gather  thcfol- 
lowing  facts  : — First,  that  to  experience  the  new 
birth,  is  to  exercise  the  principle  of  lave.  Se- 
cood,  that  that  love  must  extend  to  the  whole  hu¬ 
man  family,  whether  friends  or  enemies.  Third, 
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that  the  reason  of  this  requirement*  is,  because  j 
(iod,  the  fountain  of  all  goodness,  loves  all  man-  i 
kind’.  Fouith,  that  ecidence  of  this  fact  is 
evinced  by  the  temporal  blessings  which  be  be- 1 
itotvs  indiscriminately  upon  all  ranks  and  condi¬ 
tions  of  men.  Now,  as  God  is  unchangeable, 
and  gives  us  the  most  conclusive  evidence  that  ; 
he  loves  all  mankind  now,  our  conclusion  is,  that 
he  will  continue  to  love  them  to  all  eternity. 
And  as  true  as  it  is  that  love  worketh  no  ill  to  its 
objects,  so  true  it  is  that  no  real  and  infinite  ill  !

ment  in  reference  to  it.  How  well  did  the  Revelator 
aay  of  the  Jews,  in  their  long  continued  and  scattered 
condition,  that  “  the  smoke  of  their  torment  aacendeth 
up  forever  and  ever.” 

In  the  light  of  these  facts,  it  is  at  once  discovered, 
Uiat  the  phrase  “  lake  of  fire  and  brimstone,”  is  a  figure 
borrowed  from  the  destruction  of  Sodom  and  Gomor¬ 
rah,  and  applied  to  the  temporal  overthrow  of  the  Jew¬ 
ish  people.

“CHRISTIAN  UNION: 

A  Discourse  delivered  before  the  Unitarian  Society  in 

Trenton,  in  the  house  for  worship  at  the  ‘  Public 

Square,’  January  10,  1841.  By  Edgar  Buckingham.” 

This  is  the  title  of  a  neatly  printed  discourse  from  the 
press  of  Mr.  Bu.sh,  of  this  city,  and  which  was  left  for 
US  by  an  esteemed  friend,  who  heard  it  delivered.  Mr. 
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BuckiD^ham  is  a  young  clergyman  who  has  succeeded 
our  amiable  friend,  Mr.  I.  B.  Pierce,  in  the  pastoral 
charge  of  the  Unitarian  Society  in  Trenton.  The  dis¬ 
course  is  a  good  one — one  which  we  feel  to  approve 
cordially,  in  the  main — and  which  we  feel  therefore  the 
more  free  to  notice  thus  publicly,  and  point  out  a  defect 
It— perhaps  I  might  even  call  it  an  error. 

The  discourse  deplores  feelingly  those  dissensions  in 
the  Chraiinii  Church,  that  havedestroyed  social  feelings 
and  friendships;  and  while  Mr.  Buckingham  thinks  that 
various  denominations  may  exist,  he  does  not  believe 
that  their  existence  need  cause  these  strifes  and  div- 
sions.  .Men  of  different  forms  of  worship,  of  differcit 
systems  of  discipline,  and  of  different  beliefs,  can  sti.l 
find  points  of  ngreeinent  and  practice  sufficient  to  love 
respect,  and  co-operate  with  each  other.  But  in  labor¬ 
ing  these  points,  he  makes  a  few  statements  culciiluted 
to  produce  a  feeling  the  reverse  of  that  for  which  ha 
seems  to  contend.  He  says — 

“The  moment  we  differ  from  others,  we  begin  to  a. 
fich  increased  importanee  to  the  point  on  which  we 
differ.  Thus  Christians,  instead  of  diffusing  religion, 
pure  and  niidefiled,  labor  with  superior  zeal  to  advance 
the  one  opinion  on  which  they  dilfer  from  others.  Whj 
are  men  called  Calvinists,  except  that  they  view  as  a'l 
important  the  view  which  Calvin  took  of  Christianity  t 
Why  are  men  called  Universalists,  except  they  believe, 
as  peculiarly  important,  some  certain  view  concerning 


children  of  God.  They  go  forth  preaching  peace  and  en¬ 
couragement;  proclaiming  that  tenderinvitation  and  that 
solemn  promise  of  the  Saviour, — Come  unto  me  all  ye 
that  laboui  and  are  heavy  laden,  and  I  will  give  you 
rest.” 

He  has  much  more — and  very  excellent  it  is  in 
tcor(l$ — but  this  will  sulhce.  I  have  no  doubt  .Mr. 
Buckingham  may  believe  that  all  this  »  exclusively 
true  of  his  sect — I  mean,  his  denomination — no,  deno¬ 
mination  and  sect  are  the  same  thing; — well,  then,  he 
he  may  believe  it  exclusively  true  of  “  the  Unitarians’’ 
who  are  classed  together  under  that  distinctive  name; 
and  I  do  not  8.ay  that  he  does  not  desire  to  follow  it 
himself— but  wherein  is  it  more  true  of  Unitarians  than 
of  Universalists?  Why  are  Uiiiversalists  cla-ssed  as  a 
sect  along  with  Calvinists  and  Baptists,  and  Unitarians 
declared  to  be  no  sect  7  Reader,  just  please  to  read 
that  lust  extract  over  once  more,  substituting  the  term 
Universalist  instead  of  Unitarian, and  you  will  find  it  to 
be  as  true  as  it  now  is.  We  hold  no  one  answerable  for 
another’s  views,  among  us — wo  call  none  to  account 
for  a  ditforeuce  of  opinion,  more  than  do  tlie  Unita. 
rians — we  admit  all  Christians  to  onr  communion, 
tliongh  we  may  deem  many  of  them  mistaken  in  their 
opinions — and  so  we  can  go  through  every  particular 
there  laid  down;  and  yet — yet — Uiiiversulists arc asect 
and  Unitarians  are  not — Universalists  are  engaged  in 
promoting  dis.sentions,  by  attaehing  great  importance  to

I  reply,  that  important 
as  we  believe  tho.-'e  points  to  be  on  which  Christians 
are  agreed,  yet  we  seriously  foci  the  importance  of  the 
points  on  which  we  differ  from  others.  And  I  would 
call  upon  you  to  observe,  also,  that  the  Unitaran.s  do 
not  mean  to  constitute  a  denomination  ;  no  one  of  them 
feels  answerable  for  the  views  entertained  by  others; 
no  one  of  them  claims  the  right  to  call  anothei  of  them 
to  account  fur  difference  of  opinion.  Unitarians  do  not 
mean  t»  constitute  a  sect;  for  they  constantly  admit  to 
‘  the  coininiiiiion,’  when  they  observe  it,  all  who  wish 
to  remember  Christ.  They  mean  to  extend  the  right 
hand  of  fellowship  to  all,  whom,  observing  to  be  honest 


mistaken,  in  their  opinions. 

”  Yet  judging  no  man,  they  must  maintain  what  they 
suppose  to  be  tnitli.  They  mtist  bear  their  testimony 
earnestly  against  doctrines,  which  do  not  seem  to  them  to 
kavearoundaiiuii  in  Christ.  They  are  urged  to  the  course 
which  they  pursue  by  various  considerations.  It  has 
seemed  to  them,  in  the  first  place,  that  many  devout 
believers  are  unhappy  from  having  wandered  from  the 
simplicity  of  the  faith  as  it  is  in  Jesus.  The  errors, 
which  Unitarians  have  supposed  prevail  among  Chris¬ 
tians,  darken  and  often  distress  of  the  minds  of  tliose, 
who  have  no  other  desire  but  to  love  and  obey  God. 
The  pure  in  mind,  the  devout,  the  humble,  it  seems  to  I
